Compared with the reference report, the present information 
shows an increase in the capacity of the plant at Oberschoeneweide which can 
be considered the largest motor vehicle repair plant in East Germany. The 
high percentage of spare pa ts produced at the shop is noteworthy u So far, 
these spare parts have to a large extent been delivered by the USSR and/ or * 
by the East Zone production via the motor vehicle spare part depot in Fuersten- 
walde-Kotschendorf. The experiment with the crank shafts of cast neferi&l for 
Studebaker motors appears to ue an emergency measure as, probably, spare parts 
from the Lend-Lease Program of 1943 were no longer available. However, Soviet 
troops in East Germany are sti'l equipped with a high percentage of foreign 
motor vehicles. 
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
